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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 
AND ELECTION OF MEMBERS 


Council held its first meeting of the present Institution year on 
Thursday, 27th July, 1950 : Mr. W. Puckey, Chairman of Council, 
presided, and welcomed the newly elected members of Council. 
40 Council Members were present, the largest attendance for some 
time. 


The Chairman paid tribute to his predeces- 
Tribute to Retiring sor, Mr. J. E. Hill, who had filled this office 
Chairman of Council with considerable distinction. He had been 
one of the most conscientious Chairmen of 
Council that the Institution had ever had. 
Mr. Hill, in replying, referred to the retiring President, Dr. 
Herbert Schofield, and thanked him for his unfailing inspiration 
and support. 


Mr. Puckey, in his inaugural address to 
Expansion of the Council, said that he believed the Institution 
Institution could look forward to a great expansion in 
the future, and was now in a stronger 
position than ever before. Section Presidents must however look 
forward to a period of hard work. It was their duty especially to 
encourage many more members to take an active part in Institution 
affairs, since the value of the Institution would be in direct propor- 
tion to the number of members actively contributing to its efforts. 
The country faced the possibility of a very drastic change in its 
internal economy in view of the serious international situation, and 
this change might involve considerable industrial dislocation. He 
had recently written to the Prime Minister on behalf of the Council, 
offering the services of the Institution in any industrial mobilisation 
which the Government might have to bring about, and Mr. Attlee 
had warmly thanked the Council for their offer. 


The Finance and General Purposes 

Appointment of a Committee would put forward at an 
Successor to appropriate time a list of candidates for the 
Major C. B. Thorne consideration of Council. In the meantime, 
Mr. Puckey expressed great satisfaction with 

the manner in which the permanent staff, headed by Mr. Woodford 
as Acting Secretary, were conducting the work of Headquarters, and 
felt that this was a good reason for not making any hasty decision 
with regard to the appointment of a permanent General Secretary.

The Institution Sub-Council, Council unanimously decided 
in Australia to ask Mr. Jack Finlay, M.B.E., to accept 


Honorary Membership as a mark of 
appreciation for his very great services to the Institution in 
Australia, and his share in the development of production 
engineering in that country. 

Council also sent a message of good wishes to the newly-formed 
Section in Adelaide, which was that day holding its inaugural 
meeting. 

Mr. S. E. Barratt, a member of the Australian Sub-Council who 
was visiting Great Britain, in addressing Council said that the 
Institution was making itself felt in Australia. As the Institution 
had not yet obtained a Royal Charter, it was not regarded as a 
professional body there, but members hoped that it might soon be 
possible for the I.Prod.E. to secure a Charter, which would greatly 
help to raise their status. 

Members were serving on advisory committees for Technical 
Education in Victoria and New South Wales, and in Sydney there 
was the equivalent of a degree course’ in production engineering. 
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Members in Australia, many of whom lived in scattered districts 
and could rarely attend meetings, were anxious for the scope of the 
Journal. to be enlarged, as this was the main service which the - 
Institution could give them. 


Council gave approval to the South African 


Formation of Sub-Council’s request for the formation 
New Sections and of a new Section in Durban. 
Sub-Sections In the United Kingdom, Council agreed 


that new Sub-Sections of the London 
Section should be formed in South Essex and in Rochester, and 
expressed appreciation of the work of the London Section 
Committee. 


On the instructions of Council a special 

Organisation of the Committee has been formed to conduct a 

Institution general survey of the whole organisation of 

the Institution and make recommendations 

as to improvements which will enable the Institution the more 

efficiently to attain its Object. Mr. Harold Burke, Vice-Chairman

This bulletin will be circulated each month. 
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Council approved the arrangements for 
Educational future awards of the Schofield Travel 
Matters Scholarship, concerning which a separate 
notice appears in the September issue of 

the Journal. 

In addition to the award of two Scholarships to Graduates in 
the U.K., consideration is now being given to an award of Travel 
Scholarships to enable Graduates in the Commonwealth to visit 
industrial concerns in the U.K. It is intended that the first such 
scholarships’ should be competed for in Australia, where the 
Institution has its oldest Sub-Council. 

The Education Committee reported that they had now agreed on 
a list of examinations which would grant full or partial exemption 
from the Associate Membership Examination. A list of these 
exemptions is available from Head Office. 


The Technical and Publications. Committee 

Journal reported that they were putting into effect 

Council’s wish that the Journal should be 

used as a medium for making known to all members the policy of 

Council. Two policy articles had been published, one concerning 

qualifications for membership, in the May Journal and one on 
research, in the July Journal ; others were in preparation. 


The Chairman of the Standards Committee 

Standardisation said that the Institution should take a far 

greater interest in standardisation. Few 

suggestions were received for new standards, although every 

company must know of articles which it would find profitable to 

have standardised. Suggestions for standardisation should be sent 
to the Institution’s Head Office. 


Mr. H. G. Shakeshaft, Grad.I.Prod.E., 

Library Vice-Chairman of the Library Committee, 
attended the Council meeting and presented 

the report of the Library Committee ; 258 books had been received 
in response to the recent appeal, with £195 in cash. However, a 
great many more books were needed to fill the library and members 
of Council were asked to renew their efforts in the Sections. Up to 
£300 would be spent by the Committee in buying new books, in 
readiness for the opening of the Library. The official opening 
would take place on the evening of October 26th (the date of the 
next Council meeting), when the President would give an address.
